The first part of the week was spent on orientation. We met with staff and each was 
assigned.

Business meeting went quite snocthly; most of our minor problema 
concerning our house, and our work, were straightened out. As a group we have had 
some trouble getting used to the idea of meditation. As the group members become 

more at ease with one another during meditation, it should become more beneficial on 
the whole. On Saturday the entire group went to Mount Vernon and also to the | 
washington Cathedral. The second week we continued our individual assignments. This 
weekend part of the group went on camping trips and six to a concert at the Water 
Gate. Afterwards we went to a coffee house. We discussed some of the difficulties 
we've been having in disciplining the children and the Foundation's consulting psychi- 
atrist discussed disciplinary problems with us. Our greatest achievement is in our 
growing understanding of the children through daily contact.

Ethical 


problems emerged when members of the group felt that certain questions on the inter- 


_4viewing form invaded too greatly the privacy of the clients. Mei.bers of the project 


traveled to Manchester and interviewed approximately [50 out-patients to discover 
reasens why active or inactive patients 4° not come ‘> the clinic. Our method of 
interviewing involved going out in pairs. Clix went 33: whi.eé rour of us stayed in 
Manchester. We have been impressed with the friendliness and openess of people 
contrary to what we expected. Our contacts with out-patients have been constructive; 
we feel they have a higher regard for the clinic as a result of our visits. Satur- 
day we went on a picnic in one of the parks near Lanville, Perryville Battlefield. 
We went to the Health Center to observe the work routine. Some participants sat in 
with the doctors ard sccial workers as they interviewed while others interviewed 


patients to get reactions to the clinic. We had a lengthy discussion on meditation. 
‘There wasalot of feeling against it. We finaliy concluded to modify it somewhat 
‘by permitting some to read or knit during this time. Although the feeling is some-

Such bassteria is eloquent confirmation of the Admin- 
istration s minst paorls kept secret: that sixteen thou- 
sand crack United States military advisers and two hun- 
dred aud fifty thousand South Vietnam military forces, 
supported by extensive United Statee arms and chemical 
warfare techniques, can achieve no more than a stale- 
mate. and possibly nat even that. against some twenty: 
five thousand raged guerrilla tighters. Obviously, these 
guerrillis must be recciving tremendous aid and gup- 
port frony South Vietnarn’s civilian population. Hrun- 
dreds of thousand. perhaps millions. ef South Vietnam: 
ese are not ouly refusing to enpport their government: 
they are actively opposing it. Unfortunately. they are 
permitted no other channel for registering oppusitien 
to their government than that of giving support to the 
guerrillas. Thus the Vietsain war ts esse ntiatly a civil 
war. As Senator Wavsne Morse of the US. Senate For- 
eign Relations Comunittee says, 


Thece are fre (Chinese In South Vietnam. There are no 
Russian soldiers in South Vietnam. The only foreign 
sollicers in Seuth Vieltunun are United States soldiers. 
(March 23. 1062) | 


Tt wat in 1954 chat the United States interest in South 
Vietnam, as well as in neighboring Laes and Cambodia, 
began in earnest. After almost eight years of frustra- 
ting hide-andseck warfare with Vietnamese cuvrrilia 
forces. the exhausted French gave up the struggle to 
retain their colonies in Induchina and joined with cight 
intereeled natiuns to negotiate a cease-fire agreement 
at Geneva. The temporary partitioning of Vietnam into 
Compiunist and “deameratie” portions, pending nation- 
wide eleclions. 
the conference agreements.

His long residence in the area as well ae his marmage into a Vo c.namese fair. - 
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Enthusiastic United States suppo “provided far a 
variety of inhuman pacification ths. cs of dubious ef- 
fectiveness. Entire rural cosmunities were arbitrarily 
resettled in prison-dike camps to prevent their pro- 
viding succor to the rebettious fesces. New chemical: 
warfare tactics. introduced to defuliate wooded arcas. 
had the side effect of destroying crops. a fact which did 
not deter us from using them. Brutal tortures and the 
burning of entire villages were undertaken ae a means 
of extracting information about Viet Cong and other 
rebels from evinpethetie peasants. Practices whose 
cruelty revolt« civilized men and which must certainly 
be considered “crimes against humanity” if that teria 
has any meaning whatseever becanie standard pro- 
cedure. 


Not surprising. the more destructive and grotesque 
the contbat tactics. the greater became the resentment 
of the local peasaniry which had to bear the wrath of 
both antagonists (more than eighty per cent of Vietnani's 
population is rural), The area of the country under 
rebel control continued 10 increase, and the number 
of guerrilla recruite to the rebels’ cause grew to the 
currently estinisted twenty-five thousand, with evn 
pathizers., perhap~ running into the miflions. providing 
food and shelter. Defections fram the South Vietnamese 
army itself have beeome increasingly a problem. and 
most af the rebels weapons are reported to consist of 
United States arms which have been captured by. sold 
or giver to the rebel forces. 


There is no way to distinguish pro. from anti-govern- 
ment sympathizers amongst the local populace. The 
tali, fairc-skinned Americans are the only obvious in- 
trudere, a fact which gives eloquent credibility 10 the 
wideapread charge that we are the new colonialists. 
To tne Vietnamese who watch their country being ra- 
vaged and their people being mutilated by the air 
power and miv-terious chemical agents which we have 
supplied, the idea that the United States may be using 
Vietnamese territory io achieve American objectives 
becames inerea-ingl. convincing. Our protestations that 
we are fighting for liberty ring hollaw when it is only 
by the force of United States support that the unpopu- 


Jar South Vietnamese governments have been able to. 


achieve and retatis power. Our exhortations that Com- 
minis mist be defeated seen irrelevant in an area 
where other face ace munch more tangible. More re- 
ceally. our talh of introducing nuclear weapons awakene 
latent meniocies with racist overtones potentinily more 
explosive than the A-homb itself, UN, Secretary Gen- 
eral © Thant. hitself a Burmese, even felt obliged 10 
wara the United’ States bow such a decision would be 
viewed by Asians. He said: 


Suvh aetion is sure {0 generate widespread resentment 
and ditter criticism, particularly from quarters which 
so jar have not heen very vocal. and have not been very 
outspoken regarding the situation in Southeast Asis, In 
LU4S. when ateriic bombs were dropped over Hiroshime 
and Nagasaki in Japan. there was a widespread ieeling 
In many parts of Asia that these deadly atomic bombs 


were dropped on japanese cities because the Japanese 
were non-wliiles, , 


The American public has been intentionally victimized 
throughout this entire adventuce, The genuine complex- 
ity at the situation has heen made partisularly unintel- 
ligihle hy distorted reparting and a partial blackout on 
news Trom the areca. apparentiy at the instigation of 
Washington authorities. According to a recent New 
York Times edlitarial ‘duly 29, 19641, “the Govyern- 
ment’s negative —indeed repressive and distorjed—news 
policies obscured both the purposes and’ progress of 
the war, The public was not only misinformed by Gov- 
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erpinent spokcsinen ft palatable facts were with- 
helfand the (rath 2° crted.” The shifting pronounce- 
ments and blatant eMAtradictions of Secretary MecNa- 
mare have exasperated members of the Senate as well 
ae the press and the public. Optimiem and gloom have 
played tag in official Washingtan tirws since early 1961, 
Troop cutbacks have been made. only to be reversed 
within a few months. MeNamarae predictions, reiter- 
ated as reeenthy as February 1964, of ecsentially total 
United States military withdrawal by 1945. have been 
replaced by an announcement (July 27, 1964) of a five 
thosand mau increase in aur Vietnam military mis. 
aian and by talk of twenty mere years of warfare. 
Sinular cantradictions can be fouad between the evm- 
pathetic support which rebel foreea obviously receive 
from the rural populace throughout South Vietnam ana 
the elaim of Prenuer General Khanh that “the people 
have called for the war to he carried to the North.” 


Guecrilla insurgents can succeed only when the sur- 
rounding population provides thenr aid and cover, a 
fact which acconnts both for the success of the rebel 
forces tn the South and the failure of atiempts to carry 
out subversion in the North. speculating en the wis- 
dom of United States-eponsored utfiltration of the North, 
the New York Fumes’ military specialist, Hanron Bald. 
win. said: “Lhe population of North Vietaam is un- 
JDikeiy to be friendly.” Actually. the commander of 
South Vietnam's Air Force announced at a prees con- 
ference on July 22. 1964, in the presence of top-ranking 
United States officers, that combat teams have becn 
jofiltrated inside North Vietnam for at 
gears, Without auccess. 


Massive acria) attack on North Vietnam, on the other 
hand, requires na popular support whateovver. At the 
game press confercnve on July 22nd. Air Commodore 
Ky announced that thirty pilots bad been epecially 
trained to bomb North Vieinam. “We could ga tis 
afternoon,” he said. “7 cannot assure vou that all af 
North Vietnam would he destroved, but Hanoi would 
eerlainly be destroved.” . 


The extent of the dirert invelvenmient of the North 
in the imaurgency activitier bras in fact heen a subject 
of considerable disagreenient among kaowledgeable 
observers. As recently as March 1964. Pulttzer-Prize- 
winning reporter David Halherstam, of the New Vork 
Times, reported: : 


The war is largely a conti of Southerners fought on 
Southern land. No capture alo North Vietnamese in the 
South has come to dighr. 


By nuid-3964 charges of actual intervention of North 
Victnunrese military forces in the Southeen struggle 
were being heard with inercasing frequenes. Although 
mat yet substantiated, sfhoudd soch reports in fact prove 
true they would certainly indicate a widening of the 
framework within which this civil war is heing fought. 
Key United States beaders luave aduiitted. hawever. vnat 
aerin} bombardment of Nerth Vietnam would. by it 
eelf, be unitkely to improve substautially the situation 
in the South. 


There are aleo significant by-products which deserve ar 
lous consideration with respect to bombing Notth Viet- 
nam. Such action would further fasten upon the United 
States the image of unprovoked destrover of Asian 
peoples and their property. It would accelerate the 
conversion of Vietnamese Nationalists to pro-Comata- 
ists, a ehift which our obtuse policy has been aevom- 
plishing in the South for quite some time. Furtieratare, 
such an attack would push North Vietnam firmly into 
the arma of China to which she would obviously hace 
to turn for support. Thus we would accomplish for 


least three 
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the Chinese the very objec which they have so 


far not achieved for themeely. the expansion of Chi- 
nese power far south into the Indochina peninsula. 





Tn their more candid moments our leadcra argue that, 
ugly as the situation may he, United States prestige in 
Asis ir at stake in South Vietnam and can be salvaged 
only by victory. Although it is true thal our prestige 
has eulfercd ceriously, it doce not follow that any sort 
of conventional “victory” is likely or even possible. 
In euch circumstances prudence may dictate that avoi- 
dance of further humiliating defeat is the best means 
of “‘saving face.” 


A fundamental consideration is needed of just what 
“yviclory” means in the Victnamese context. The war is 
not a conyentional one of armics and battlefields. 
Neither is if a eimple struggle of international commun- 
ism ve, capitalism, as eome of our demagogic leadere 
assert. Nor vet is it merely the current installment of 
the historic struggle between imperial China and her 
einall neighbors. Certainly both the ideological and the 
imperialistic factors are involved to a degree. Basically, 
the Vietnamese war js a civil conflict wiih a sirong 
nationalistic base. There is Jittle for foreigners to “win” 
in euch a conflict, for, short of destroying perhaps a 
majority of the Vietnamese people, it is unlikely that 
we will ever succeed in moulding o Vietnam tailored to 
American desires. 
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Hig that our i i 
ignoring these domestic roots of the civil war in South 
Vietnam, We seem unable to realize that killing Vict- 
Hamese people and destroying their -homes increases 
rather than reduces their hostility to us. Our utter 
failure to grasp this obvious fact wat demonstrated by 
our former amiassador to Vietnan:, Henry Cabot Lodge, 
when he was asked upon his return to the United States 
how the war would end. He gaid: 


Dae dee Cee 
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lt will end when there aren't anv more Viet Cong insur- 
gents. That doesn't mean they're all dead. Jt means 
they've derided not to be Viet Cang any more. And the 
reason they decide not to be Viel Ceng any more is that 
Hts tow dangerous—they're liable 10 be killed. (New 
York Times. June 28, 19614) 
Even were cur might to prevail in South Vietnam's civil 
war. the presence of Ching. with over a quarter of the 
world’s people. would make futile the attempt to ere- 
ate a stabie and peaceful Southeast Asia. We cannot ig- 
noce Chinas existence and ite netural intereel in any 
political eetthement in that area. There is. of course, a 
schoo] of thought which views Vietnam as merely one 
outpost in a strategie chain of installations which the 
United States is constructing for the purpose of mecting 
Red Ching head-on. Vast jet facilites and supporting 
aves. far surpassing conceivable requirements for ac- 
trons restricted only to Vietnam. are being prepared 
there to complement similar installations in Thailand. 
In this view. Vietnans is only a rehearsal and staging 
area jor the reali coentrontation which is vet to come. 
{enoring the military futility of placing euch crucial 
installation- in a regien likely to be eo hostile ac to ren- 
der sabotage ar capture by enemy forces almost inevi- 
table. one is appalled by the cynicism of this attitude as 
well as hy the horror of ite immoralily. 


Many people are becoming increasingly restive over 
the situation. A number of our allies have attempted 
‘to disassociate themselves from cur actions in South 
Vietnam. France has openly advocated neutraliam for 
the Indochinese states and hae accepted the fact that 
China iuei be i 
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port our Vietn icy have met with little eympathy. 
The majority o. .anian nations shy away from taking a 
posilive stand on either side of the conflict, many of 
them maintaining relations with both Vietname and 
avoiding public comment about the civil] war. However, 
neighboring Cambodia’ Prince Sihanouk, who has 
had phenomenal success with a neutralist policy. has 
long predicted a victory for the Vietnamese rebel forces. 
U Thant har eaid that “military methods will not 
bring about peace in South Vietnam.” and be suggested 
that the Geneva agreements might profitably be revived. 
Here in our country. protest against the official policy 
in South Vietnam has been increasing as news reporting 
from Victnam has fought iteclf eomenhat free of the 
strictures imposed by the Department of Defense and 
ar public opinion has bhepun to react to the frequent 
contradictions and sharj reversale in the Administra- 
WO GWH accoiunt® Of wWhiat is taking place. 

The ever-increasing magnitude of our expendiiures is 
aleo a growing cause of concern among both Adminis- 
tration supporters and opponents. Senator Dirk-en. in 
predicting that the one and one-half million doMars 
of aid ner dav to South Vietnam wenl! shortly rise te 
iwo million. complained that in South Vietnam itself: 
“We appear to have made no real progress.” Other 
citizen groups have expressed abhorence at our coun: 
try's 60 completely subsidizing and dominating the 
economy of another nation. including paving the eal- 
aries Of its army. This is indeed a tyne of “invicihle” 
colonialism which. nevertheless. becomes quite vietble 
in Washington's eutrare whenever the South Viet- 
Namese government unilaterally decide, to embark on 
a course of action of its own choosing. 


In 1963 some seventeen thousand ministers of al] faiths 
protested to President Kennedy apain-t support of the 
dictatorial Vietnamese government and the titmorality 
of our chemical-warfare tactics against the Vietnamese 
people, More recently five thousand eollege and uni- 
Versily profeccore hase presented a Pprition to the State 
Department asking that the Vielnamese war be ended 


and Vietnam neutralized, 


In the United States Senate several Senators comsis- 
tently protest “Seeretarvy MeNamara’s war.” although 
their statements are generally not reported by the mass 
wedia. Curiously. this group represent= both Senators 
from Alaska. one of the states mast sensitive io polite 
cal developinents in the Pacifie reeion cenerally., Atas- 
ka’s Senator Gruecnine recenth declared: 


The tirne has come te cease the useless and senseless 
losses of American lives in an area not essential te the 
eccurity of the United States This is a firht which is 
nol our fight. inte which we should net have gotten in 
the first place. The lime Io get out is now, before the 
further loss of American lives. 


Certainly for Americans or for any foreigners to plan 
and impose a peace poliev on the Vietnamese people 
would be as presumptuou-. as objectionable. and as 
foolhardy as has been our practice of jinposing a war 
policy on them, Satisfactory terms upon which a settle- 
ment mas be reached can be decided only by uerm- 
selves, for this is basically a civil war with myriad 
nuanece oly dink comprehended by outsiders. Indi- 
cations are thal the South Vietnamese people arc inter- 
ested primarily in ending the war. His we who are most 
concerned about winning it. Unfortunately, the succes 
aion of United States-backed governments in Souths Viet- 
nam har ruthlessly repres-ed open expression af auch 
aentiments. and General Kihwoh hae even staged demon 
strations and attacks on the French Embassy i 63 iiee- 
lize his people's alleged hostility ‘to a neutral eolu- 
tion. Buddhist leaders have been condenmed for suz-_ 
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gesting neutralization anl politician -Own tO BUP- 
port neutralicn are in exile or in pretu. Under such 
conditions it is obvious that a genuine refirction of pop- 
nlar wishes can be obtained only when the United 
States decides to stand acide and permit a)] contending 
faction- to vie for popular eupport.

Admittedly. if there i 

people, Communist elements might well gain contro! 
of a freely elected governent. 8 fact of life whielr we 
should he prepared to face. There is, however, consider- 
able evidence that a genuinely representative South 
Vietnam governuicnt, whether Communist or non-Com- 
munist, would opt for peace and neutrality, perhaps 
under internationa) guarantece. Jt is also likely that 
North Vietnam, or even a Communist-oriented, unified 
Vietnam, would welcome an opportunity to minimize 
its dependence on China. the historical “impcrialtat™ 
of Asia. Consolidation of the complementary econo- 
mies of North and South Vietnam would help to acconi- 
plicsh this by permitting the Southern rice surplus to 
fill the North’s rice deficit, at the same time catering 
to the nationalistic passion which so dominates Viet 
nawmese thought. The recem fissures in the Communist 
bloc suggest that nationalism will increasingly assert 
itself over monolithic Conmunism, and a unified or 
federated Vietnam would enjoy much greater mancuver- 
ability to pursue such a course. 
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Tie precise form which any negotiated solution might 
take can hardly In predicted at this time, Public etate- 
at- hv the National Liheration Front, spokesman 

‘- bulk of the insurgent forces, concentrate on de- 
nand> for a erssation of United States intervention in 
south Vietnam affairs. According to Georges Chaflard 
of Le Monde, the Front favors a neutral helt to inckude 
South Vietnam. Cambodia. and Laoe and docs not want 
South Vietnam to become dependent upon North Vict- 
nam. ¢Mher rebel elements. more’ closely ‘oriented 
toward North Vietnam. give high priority to unification 
of the country. 


The continuing crisis in neighboring Leos cannot he 
eettled until there has heen a settlement in Vietnam, 
nor are our touchy relations with Cambodia likely to 
improve eo long as we obetruct efforts to bring peace 
along her frontier. Cambodia has twiee complained to 
the United Nations about United States vielation> af 
her border: first. charging that Americans participated 
in a bombing mission which killed 17 Cambodians.

The idea of reconvening the 1934 Geneva Conference 
which ended the French-lIndochinese conflict bias been 
revived periodically, most recently by U Thant (July 


9, 1964.. The United States response to this suggestion

Considerable doubt is cast on the sincerity of this re- 
sponee in view of the well known fact that some of the 
most blatant violations of the Geneva accords have been 
commitied by the United States or with its encaurage- 
ment. Probably the most crucial term of the Geneva 
Cease-fre Agreement was the provision for palionwide 
unifying elections to be held by June 1956. The South 
Vietnam government, correctly afraid that it would lose 
such an election, if for no other reason than rte emailer 
population, adamantly refused to honor thie provision 
in 1956. and has steadfastly continued to refuse to per- 
mit unification elections despite periodic demands for 
these elections by the North. (Both South Vietnam and 
the United States hide behind the technically correct 
claim that they never signed the Geneva agreements.)

Gther provisions of the Agrecuient prohibited the intre- 
duction into Vietnam anv additional military pereonne} 
(Article 16) or armaments (Article 17) and forbade the 
establishment of new military bases (Article 18), By 
1956 both North and Sowth Vietnam had bern found 
guiliy of violating these conditions. The massive build- 
up of United States forces in 1901. including the con- 
struction of jet air bases, wae all done in knowing vio- 
lation of this Agreement. 


Another approach has been that of Gencral De Gaulle. 
He proposes that the United States. the Soviet Union. 
China, and France withdraw from Indochina and that 
a massive economic and technical aid program be eub- 
stituted for the fighting. This proposal, and indeed the 


entire idea of taking the Vietnamese conflict te the 


conference table was summarily rejected by President 


Johnson (press conference, July 24, 1964; within 24 
hours after the General suggested it. Such haste indi- 
cated a rigid and unthinking reesponre, 


Any course of action is risky, but almost nonce is more 
risky than the one we are folluwing, Ae mature inch. 
viduale Americans must realize that we cam:ot dictats 
to every corner of the globe, nor do we win respect for 
ourselves by brandishing our nuclear arsenal wheneve: 
we cannot have our way. Forces in existence before the 
discovery of North America as well ae forces ae fresh 
as post-World War J] nationalism. are at work in the 
Vietnamese conflict. An American-hacked, unrepre- 
sentative government can temorarily distort the rela- 
live strengths of theee forces, but until they are allowed 
to assert themselves and to find their support among & 
free population. unchecked guerrilia warfare. accorn- 
panied by a political instability which cannot be re- 
stricted to Vietnam's border, will continue to eap United 


politics, both domestic and international. to aggravate 
the racia] polarization of the world. and to stoke the 


flames of World War IVE.
